New York, July 18.—The arrest of 


Burton W. Gibson, a young Brooklyn 
lawyer, marks an important period in 
a mysterious and baffling crime. 


Early in June, Mrs. Aiice Kinnan, 


48. was found on the norch of her 
home in the Bronx, an old 
mansion 


which she and her mother had owned 
and lived in for years, with her skull 
crusherf in. The woman died in a hos- 
pital. The aged mother, Mrs. Louise. 
M. Stenton, was the first to reach her 
stricken daughter's side, but little has 
been gained from her as to who the 
slayer might be. Whether this is be- 
cause of failing faculties due to old 
age, 
or because of some malign influ- 


ence, hypnotic or otherwise, 
has 


caused her to suppress knowledge of 
the criminal is a mooted question. . 


At first the case appeared simple to 


the police. The murdered woman. IfSil: 
for-yeannbeen-separated from her^SH&^ 
band, who was described as a worth- 
less fellow. 
The police 
found 
him 


working on a farm in New Jersey and 
easily proved that June S, the night of' 
the murder he had remained at his 
place of employment.

Although their project was 
initiated six years ago, thoy are at the 
present moment as far from realizing 
it as ever. 


This enormous, treasure is supposed 


to be at the bottom of Lake Guatavita. 
near Bogota, Colombia, which lies in 
the crater of an immense extinct vol- 
cano. This lake many centuries ago 
was the Sacred Lake of the Chibchas, 
a strange native tribe who at one 
time numbered something like 1,000,- 
000. 


The god of the Chibchas was called 


the Gilded Man and was supposed to 
live at the bottom of the sacred lake. 
He exacted tribute from the people 
in the form of gold and silver, jewels, 
and ornaments, which the 
Chibchas 


threw into the lake in the hope ot" 
propitiating him. 
The priests of the 


Gilded Man threatened their flock with 
dire penalties if they withheld 
the 


precious tribute due to him. 


The legend of the treasure lake lived 


long after the Chibcha tribe had died 
out. Quesada, the Spanish conquerer. 
heard-it and attempted to get at the 
treasure by draining the lake. He re- 
duced its depth from 214 feet to 15 
feet, and then the work was stopped 
by the falling in of the sides. 


Humboldt. the great explorer, made 


inquiries about the wealth in Lake 
Guatavita and estimated it at $500,- 
000,000. 


The next plan to fish up the treas- 


ure was laid in London six years ago, 
•when a syndicate, veiling its purpose 
under the vague title of Contractors 
of Bogota, Limited, took the matter 
up. Its directors Included' a member 
of parliament, R. T. Price, and a weil- 
Ttnown. London merchant, C. J. de 


"~MurfeftaI""It obtained a 
concession 


from the Colombian government 
to 


exploit the lake, and started opera- 
tions with a capital of $150,000, in- 
creased three years later to $175,000. 


At present the managing director. 


Henry Knowles, is waiting on the 
shores of what was once Lake Guata- 
vita—waiting for thfe rain, which has 
not yet fallen there for two and a 
half years. 


The history of the operations in the 


search for the Chibcha treasure is one 
of battle between clever engineers and 
the forces of nature. 


The engineers began by draining 


the lake, wMch was nine miles long. 
and had nearly- regained its original 
depth since Quesada's operations 400 
years ago. The draining, however was 
accomplished in 1903, and the news 
sent the shares of Contractors of Bo- 
gota, Ltd., bounding up. 


When they had got rid of the water, 


the engineers were confronted with 
a layer of mud 25 feet deep, or UO.OOO- 
000 cubic feet of solid mud. The treas- 
ure was as inaccessible as ever. 


It was then decided to make a dam 


across the outlet through which the 
lake had been drained, and other con- 
veniences, by which the mud could be 
precipitated and washed as auriferous 
sand is washed in Colorado. 


"When this work has been completed 


there occurred a phenomenon 
whicr 


seemed almost to be the vindictive 
work of the Gilded Man in thwarting 
the efforts of mortals to loot his treas- 
ure house. 


The rain, which had fallen nearly 


continuously for three years, sudden- 
ly stopped, and a drought Sfit in which 
has lasted ever since—that is to say. 
not a drop of rain has fallen in that 
part of Colombia for T.o months. 


The natural consequence was that 


the 30.000.OOO cubic feet of mud grad- 
ually hardened until now it has the 
consistency of solid rork.

DEPUTY MOVES A MANIFESTO 


Center and Right Greet His Speech 


With Enthusiastic Cheers—Police 
of St. Petersburg Strike For Pay. 
Estates Looted and Burned In Va- 
rious Parts of the Empire. 


St. Petersburg, July IS.—The ho'-"? 


adopted by a vote of 185 to 99 a pro- 
posal to continue the debate on tlie 
Agrarian report, limiting speakers to 
five minutes each. 


The house, wkica throughout was 


very animated, was intensely stirred 
by a speech by Deputy Lednitsky, one 
of it* best orators, who, in moving 
that a manifesto should be addressed 
to the people, said parliament must 
not wait till towns and villages are 
in flames and the whole country en- 
gulfed by anarchy. The speech was 
greeted with enthusiastic cheers and 
exclamations 
of astonishment from 


the center and right. M. Lednitsky 
then mounted the tribune and declared 
that the proposition emanated from 
him personally and not from any po- 
litical group. 


Several Constitutional Democratic 


members argued that a 
manifesto 


could only T>e a contradiction on the 
part of the parliament of aa 
official 


communication in which the govern- 
ment had categorically refused to ad- 
here to the principle of compulsory 
expropriation. Deputy Obnisky said 
a manifesto would be premature, and 
that such a step as its issue ought 
to be regarded as the last shell giv- 
en an artilleryman to fire at the su- 
preme moment, and not on the occa- 
sion, or the publication of a govern- 
ment communication so false and cal- 
umnious as that was.

St. Petersburg, July 18.—A panic 


was nearly caused here by threats 
of the police to go on strike if their 
pay was not 
speedily 
forthcoming, 


and though a strike 
has 
been 


postponed the danger cannot be said 
to have entirely passed. ,The osten- 
sible basis of police discontent 
is 


monetary, including the 
accounting 


of the men's saving fund, for which it 
is alleged they have not been allowed 
interest. The authorities 
however 


declare that trouble was inspired by 
agitators. 


The gendarmes of the first district 


refused to go on their beats until au- 
thoratively assured that their money 
would be paid with full interest. The 
captain tried to pacify the men with 
assurances that everything would be 
satisfactorily 
arranged, but 
they 


would not listen to him. They then 
marched to the second district where 
they induced their comrades to join 
them. Cossacks were summoned and 
the police were 
surrounded 
and 


threatened wth arrest, but they held 
out until the chief of police assured 
them that their demands would be in- 
vestigated and all wrongs righted. 


Notwithstanding the efforts of the 


pojice officials to quiet their 
fears, 


the people are in terror lest the law- 
less element abounding here should 
take advantage of the situation. 


Landed Proprietors Killed. 


Bobruisk, Province of Voronezh, 


July 18.—The troubles in the whole 
of this district, covering 135 miles 
square, are becoming more serious 
daily. The peasants have risen as 
one man, and last night over 20 es- 
tates were burned and several land- 
ed proprietors killed. This town is 
filled with terror-stricken proprietors 
who were able to escape the carnage 
only by fleeing from their estates. Ten 
miles from here fifteen estates were 
burned and many of the proprietors 
killed. The governor has 
arrived 


with Cossacks, but order has not been 
restored. 


Disaffected Regiments. 


St Petersburg, July IS— The Twen- 


tieth Century, formerly 
the 
Russ, 


claims that the reports submitted by 
the commission of the general staff 
on the investigation of the disaffec- 
tion in the army thus far show that 
six guard residents, twenty six line, 
seven cavalry, six artillery and five 
sapper regiments are more or less af- 
fected by the revolutionary 
propa- 


ganda. 


Mortaily Wounded by Bomb. 


Tiflis. July IS.-^hief of Police

TLo shortstop's life, like tlie police- 


man's, is not a happy one. I have 
played several positions 011 a baseball 
team and I know what I say. 
Short 


field covoiing involves a tremendous 
responsibility in both receiving Kit 
balls and getting away thrown balls 
accurately, to say nothing of having to 
size up a play with two or three pos- 
sible solutions e^ery few minutes. 


I have found out that there is one 


thing above all others that the short- 
stop must have, and that is ability to 
get the ball away from any old posi- 
tion and deliver it accurately and fast. 


To meet this requirement the fielder 


must have an arm of iron and must be 
naturally quick in mind, foot, eye and 
hand. 
"'There are some few things 


wh-ch can assist natural ability and 
qualifications in this respect. One of 
them is constant practice. 


The shortstop's position at his station 


is not a much mooted one. Normally 
the short fielders, including myself, 
play very deep, provided they possess 
strong "whips." Xo other player, by 
the way, than one who does can hope 
to last long in this position. For a left 
hand batter the position is somewhat 
different. I would in that ca&e rnove 
somewhat to the right and well fcack. 


The signals for curves to the pitcher 


also cause me to change my position, 
as they do with every careful short- 
stop. For example, a straight ball to 
a right hand batter means that the ball, 
If a grounder, will probably be bit 
traight to short or third base, while an
